British and French Continue Their _ 
Pursuit of Retiring Germans All 


Along Front From Arras to Soissons 


In Monday’s Operations British Gain Ground Extending 
From Two to Eight Miles in Depth—French Forces 
Penetrate More Than Fifteen Miles Beyond Where 
Offensive Started 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, March 19.—The British advance is still being pushed 
rapidly, further large gains, including forty more villages taken, 
being recorded in the official report from British headquarters in 
France tonight. : 

“The pursuit of the enemy,’ says the report, “‘continues to- 
day, our cavalry apd advanced guard driving back the enemy's 
rear guards. ; 

“The grourd gained extends for # depth of from two to eight 
miles, and forty more villages have fallen into our hands, 

“The enemy raided our trenches early this morning in the 
neighborhood of Loos and northwest of Ypres. A few of our men 
are missing. ( 

‘Our airplanes did much valuable work yesterday in co-opera- 
tion with our infantry. Troops were engaged successfully with 
machine guns, and bombs were dropped on a number of places be- 
hind the enemy lines. In air fighting one German machine was 
destroyed, and one was driven down damaged. Two of our air- 
planes are iissing.”’ 

Report of French Successes. 

PARIS, March 19.—The French troops have occupied about 
twenty additional villages and small towns in their advance on the 
retreating Germans. They have gone beyond Ham, on the Somme 
River, and Chauny, on the Oise, which brings them appreciably 
nearer to the St. Quentin-Laon line. 

The official statement of the 
these gaits, reads: 

“Iu the course of the day our troops have gone beyond Ham, 
on the’ Somme River, and Chauny, on the Oise. We hold a great 
number of localities between these two towns. 

‘Our cavalry, diverging several kilometres north of Tam, cap- 
tured. a convoy which was retiring in the-direetion. of St. Quentin, 
Our advance reached on this point a depth of 35 kilometres (nearly 
22 miles). 

‘South of Chauny our detachments reached the general line of 
Ailette-Soissons, which has been entirely cleared. Northeast of 
Crouy our advance forces progressed along the road to Maubeuge. 

“Today about twenty additional villages and small towns were 
liberated. 

“The enemy before his’ retirement devastated the country. 
Fruit trees were cut or torn down; fields were overturned by mines 
which had opened up great eraters; 
pletely burned. The inhabitants, without shelter or sustenance, were 
fed by our troops. Roads of communieation were ent at 
points, and all bridges were destroyed. 

“In Champagne the artillery fighting became violent in the af- 
ternoon in the region of the Butte de Mesnil and west of Auberive. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse we recaptured almost all the 
trench elements which the enemy had entered. The fighting con- 
tinues.

Over $60,000. Monthly 


One of City’s Most Important Industries—New Buildings Now Com- 
pleted, and $25,000 of Machinery Being Placed in Machine 
Shop—Shop Staff Consists af 255 Men, and s 
/ Five Hundred Other Employees Have 
Headquarters in Edmonton 


From east to west that generally 
approved trade mark of capital— 
“Wheels of Industry’’—holds special 
fascination for those who lecture, 


read, and sometimes express opinions 
in/public (as well as for those who 
sell subdivisions.) The expression in 
itself conjures up visions of tall chim- 


neys belching forth columns of smoke, ! 


of great shops filled with whirring 
machinery, of small armies of work- 


men coming and going with dinner 
pails, and withal of the noise and 
clangor of business carried forward 


with sledge hammers and steam. 

The vision is one to stir the imagin- 
ation. In reality, once established, 
the wheels of industry may turn con- 
tinuously and with much noise, the 
workmen earn and spend their money, 
and the business generally may grow 
and expand, but the public remembers 
the industry and the wheels only when 
these fail in the supply of commodi- 
ties, or in transportation facilities, as 
the case may be. 

Edmonton still looks hopefully 
afield, and with reason, for the advent 
of the era indust 1, but in the mean- 
time theretare certain large concerns 
already well established which show 
remarkable growth, and which are 
playing no inconsiderable part in 
maintaining the business life of the 
city and in promoting the prosperity 
of the country. 

Since one of the centre spans in the 
Capital City’s bridge of supremacy is 
its position as a railway headquarters, 
the expansion of the several great 
systems within the municipal borders 
is sufficient to warrant no smali meas- 
ure of civic pride and interest, the ex- 
pansion aforesaid being of a pro- 
nounced character at the present stage 
of the war by reason of the unprece- 
dented development of the rural dis- 
tricts throughout the Ndmonton terri- 
tory. 

None of the great system centering 


in the city has felt the impulse of 
trade increase more than the Can- 
adian Northern Railway, which, be- 


cause of its network of branch lines 
leading from Edmonton, has been re- 
quired to spend huge sums of money 
within the last twelve months to keep 
abreast of the new business, 

A large proportion of the money 
thus expended has been directly to the 
benefit of Edmonton. While it is dif- 
ficult to realize what is required for 
the purchase and maintenance of rgll- 
ing stock and of similar branches of 
the work, the erection of buildings 
such as the new machine shops and 
the store houses, in the vicinity of the 
roundhouse, are substantial evidence 
of the manner in which the business 
of the Canadian Northern's western 
division is increasing, and what steps 
are being taken to meet this develop- 
ment. 


Machine Shop Completed 


The principal unit in the group of 
buildings now practically completed 
is the machine shop, a structure of 
brick and steel two stories in height, 
and covering an area of 120 by 60 feet. 
Work on the structure was started 


early last summer Within’ the last 
few weeks the installation of over 
$25,000 worth of new machinery has 
been carried forward under the su- 
pervision of the master mechanie, J 
Kyle Two new stationary boilers of 
120 hp. capacity 1 have been plac- 
ed, doubling the former capacity of

the shops, or 480 h.p. in all. Another 
of these big boilers is on order for in- 
stallation in 1918. 

The motive power in the machine 
shop Was recently changed from steam 
to electricity, this being purchased 
from the city. 

The new stores building is also of 
brick, two stories in height, and meas- 
uring 80 by 40 feet. Herein are the 
offices for the mechanical department 
and of the storekeeper, the warehouse 
itself enclosing a stock which is al- 
ways maintained at a $200,000 valua- 
tion standard. In addition, there is a 
new petty stores building 40 by 20, 
which provides accommodation for the 
locomotive foreman’s offices, as well. 

These new buildings, the new 60,000 
gallon water tank, and new Fairbanks- 


Morse standpipe for engines, are all 
in the vicinity of the 15-stall round- 
house at the western end of the city 


yards. This roundhouse, by the way, 
is even now hard pressed to take care 
of the transportation demands, and it 


is not unlikely that an addition will 
have to be built within another year 
or 80, 


255 Men Employed 

The shop staff, this comprising the 
mechanical, cars and stores depart- 
ments, consists of about men, the 
monthly payroll ranging from $15,000 
to $18,000. With the new shops in 
operation the monthly distribution of 
Wags will amount to over $20,000. 

To this number of employees cen- 
tering in Edmonton may be added an- 
proximately 500 others, this half bat- 
talion consisting of the heads of de- 
partments from General Superintend- 


ent W. A. Brown, to the scores of la- 
borers in the yards and on the roads 
close to the city. Depot and freight 


crews, engineers, conductors, foremen 
and brakesmen, bridge builders and 
signaimen are included in the total, 
and draw salaries and wages to the 
extent of over $40,000 monthiy. ‘This 
refers only to the men directly em- 
ployed in Edmonton, or to those run- 
ing out from Edmonton and who have 
their homes in the city. 

Throughout the immediate district 
of Edmonton there are hundreds of 
other men employed on the Canadian 
Northern systems, the entire work of 
the division from North Battleford 
west being handled from the general 
offices in this city. 

The number of engines, passenger 
and freight, now running in and out of 
Edmonton is 32, and the repair work 
madagiecessa by the handling of this 
number of no light undertaking. With 
the new machine shops it will be pos- 
sible to turn out three general repair 
engines and six light repair engines 
monthly. The extent of the repair 
work required to keep cars in condi- 
tion is shown by the average turned 
out by the mechanical staff, this being 
about 50 per day. That this is a con- 
scrvative estimate is evidenced by the 
report of March 5th, for example, 
which showed that 73 cars were re- 
paired on that day, these being heavy 
and light cases. Naturally the greater 
portion of these repairs are made to 
freight cars. Passenger cars are clean- 
ed to the number of 30 daily on an 
average, 4 vacuum cleaner being em- 
ployed in the task, 

For the purpose of better handling 
the repair work two new tracks have 
been laid in the yards, giving a track 
capacity of 80 cars fori repairs at one 
time, 


Heavy Coal Shipments 

“The demand for freight cars is ab- 
solutely beyond the supply just now,” 
SayS 4 prominent official of the com- 
pany in the city. This statement may 
be better appreciated when it is shown 
that the shipment of coal from the 
Cardiff mines alone has been averag- 
ing 45 cars daily. 

Another instance will illustrate the 
business increase within the Edmon- 
ton division. During January 602

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Clause 55 of the Liquor Act 
states: ‘*The fact of any person, 
“not being a vendor, keeping up 
“any sign, writing, printing or 
“other mark, in or near to his 
“house or premises, or having 
‘such house fitted up with a bar or 
“other place containing bottles or 
‘casks displayed so as to induce a 
“reasonable belief that liquor may 
“be lawfully purchased in such 
‘house or preinises, or that liquor 
“is sold or served therein, or that 
“there is on such premises more 
‘liquor than is reasonably re- 
**quired for such person and his 
“family, not exceeding one quart 
‘‘or spirits and two gallons of 
“malt liquor, shall be deemed 
‘‘prima facie evidence of the un- 
“lawful sale and keeping for sale 
“and having and keeping of liquor 
‘‘by such person.’” When the 
plebiscite on the Liquor Act was 


taken there was # very general 
and a very firm belief that this 
section forbade any person hay 
ing on his premises more than 


one quart of spirits and two gal- 
Jons of malt liquor, and that in- 
terpretation of the clause was one 
of the requirements called for by 
the public when they passed the 
Act by a sweeping majority. In 
the opinion of the courts this 
clause does not say what the 
public thought it said and intend- 
ed to say. Just what it does mean 
does not seem to have been de- 
fined judicially. But whatever it 
may mean, owing to the interpre- 
tation put upon it by the courts, it 
is ineffective in limiting the 
amount of liquor a person is en- 
titled to have in Ins possession 
to the quantities named. The lack 
of such linitation of the amount 
it person may have in his posses- 
sion offers a standing temptation 
to illicit selling and facilitates 
this traffic. That being the case, 
it is the duty of the Legislature to 
so amend this clause as to make 
it say plainly what it was publicly 
intended ‘that it should say, and 
understood that it did say. The 
amendments now before the Legis- 
lature do not propose the repeal 
or amendment of this clause. They 
do propose to add a sub-section to 
Section 23 stating that ‘‘the faet 
**that any person has in his private 
“dwelling-house a quantity of 
‘liquor exoeeding one quart of 
‘spirits and two gallons of malt 
‘liquor shall be prima facie evi- 
‘dence of the fact that such 
‘person is keeping such liquor for 
‘sale contrary to the provisions of 
‘this section,’’ Standing by itself, 
that clause would seem to have the 
negative virtue of throwing upon 
the person in question the task of 
showing that the exeess quantity 
of liquor in his possession was not 
intended for sale. But construed 
as one section of an Act, also con- 
taining Clause 55, which nobody 
seems to understand, there is no 
telling what it might be held 
judicially to mean, or whether it 
would be held to mean anything.

Kditor’s Note: The Bulletin 
may be permitted to differ from 
its correspondent as to the ‘‘fun 
damental truths’? upon which the 
Christian chureh should be built. 
Apparently, he is of the belief that 
true Christianity means non-re- 
sistance or submission to wrong 
because it is assertive and power- 
ful. That is a  doetrine firmly 
held by many otherwise estimable 
people, notably the Quakers, Men- 
nonites and Doukhobors, They 
base their belief on certain pass- 
ages in the teachings of Our Savi- 
our; and on the faet that although 
all powerful He submitted with- 
out resistance to ignominy and 
death. So far as teaching is con- 
cerned, the oecasion, application 
and context of the passages upon 
which any belief is rested must 
be considered if they are to be 
truly understood, In the Gospel 
of Matthew, 5th chapter and 39th 
verse, Christ says: ‘* But I say un 
“to you that ye resist not 
“evil, but. whosoever shall sinite 
“thee on thy right cheek turn to 
‘him the other also.’’ In Mat- 
thew, 10th chapter and 34th verse, 
He says: ‘‘Think not that I am 
‘come to send peace on earth. | 
“come not to send peace but a 
“sword.” 

These two quotations are abso- 
lutely contradictory, if they are 
to be understood as laying down 
rules of life—as is done by the ten 
commandments, But it is evident 
from their context and from the 
sum of the teachings of Our Savi- 
our that their purpose is not to lay 
down a rule of life or to endorse, 
vary or contradict the ten com- 
mandments, but to inspire faith 
in and consequent fuller compli- 
ance with their true meaning and 
purpose—namnely, the better regu- 
lation of the life of man towards 
his maker and towards his fellow 
man; which is the sun of religion 
as taught by Christ. Graphic 
words are used by Our Saviour to 
picture and impress upen— the 
minds of hearers the idea desired 
to be imparted. It is only when 
the expressions quoted are applied 
otherwise than Ile intended, 
and as the context clearly indi 
cates, that they become contradic 
tory; or can be used as a founda- 
tion for ideas opposed to the safe 
ty and welfare of humanity. In 
the first quotation given the ideal 
is Forgiveness, as opposed to Re- 
venge. The idea of revenge being 
expressed by the saying, ‘‘ An eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth.’ In the second the ideal of 
the quotation and its context is 
the overwhelming importance of 
the full and cheerful performance 
of duty under all conditions and 
circumstances, and against all op- 
position and consequences — in 
other words, service and sacrifice, 
There is therefore unity of pur- 


pose and not contradiction —be- 
tween the two passages,

hold that men should not defend 


life and liberty, property and 
rights, by foree of arms; oy pray 
for the help and blessing of the 
Almighty when so engaged 
whether they live in British Dom

Tree, Shrub and Flower Planting 
Is Scheme for Beautification of 


University of Alberta Grounds 


Prof. George Harcourt, of Faculty of Agriculture at Univedsity, Has 
Charge of Scheme—Several Thousand Trees and Shrubs 
Are Entering on Second Season—Native 
Shrubs and Fruit Trees Are 
Also Set Out 


Tree eradication, rather than tree 
planting, has been the scheme of de- 
velopment in the Edmonton district, 
where fields have first of all required 
to be denuded of timber and brush be- 
fore the Jand could be made to bring 
forth grain and subsidiary products. 

This campaign against the disorder 
of nature, however, should in no wise 
lessen interest in the suject and prac 
tice of tree planting in its broadest 
ense—n subject which aims at bring- 
ing order and inecrensed value from 
disorder and waste in the woods and 
around the homes and fields. Thus 


tree planting deals not only with the | 


protection and beautification of the 
countryside, but with the cultivation 
of fruits and shrubbery, and the test- 
ing out of many varieties of plant life 
introduced from other soils and clim- 
ates, 

Yet another side of tree planting, 
and one which many will regard as 
most highly essential, is that of re- 
planting and training the wide range 
of native woods, shrul and fruits in 
order to prove the greater utility and 
heauty of each, when cultivated and 
siven human attention, 

Lixperiments at University. 

This phase of the work is one which 
is given special attention at the ex- 
perimental plots of the department of 
agriculture at the University of Alber- 
ta. North of the arts building and the 
dormitories there stretches a field of 
everal ac #, With a frontage on Sas- 
katchewan avenue and the river val- 
ley, and here. the first buds of spring 
will soon appear on several thousand 
trees and shrubs which in the majori- 
ty of instances will begin their second 
eason on the grounds, since their 
planting, under.the supervision of 
l'rof, George Harcourt, of the faculty 
of agriculture, 

In the plot north of the dormitories 
such varieties of native shrubs as Red 
Dogwood, Wolf Be ’ 
zel, High-Bush, Cranberry, Saskatoon, 
Choke Cherry, Pine Cherry, and Haw- 
thorne have been set out, the last nam- 
ed being a newly discovered variety 
found along the river bank near the 
university grounds. The majority of 
these shrubs have considerable value 
for purposes of ornamentation alone, 
their straggly and unpretentious as- 
pect while growing wild being no cri- 
terion as to their appearance when 
planted on the lawn or in the hedge- 
row, and properly trimmed and direet- 
ed 

Spruce and pine have been planted 
on a limited seale on the test plots,

these to be moved later to positions 
about the university grounds. The 
demands which the planting of these 
grounds will soon make on the tree 
and hedge experimental plots will be 
difficult to meet Already over 3,000 
earaganas and 300 white elms are 
starting on their second year, but the 
extent of the roads, walks and boule- 
vards which will have to be bordered 
with trees will require numbers far in 
excess of those now growing. Maples 
are now thriving along some of the 


| roads. 


In addition to the varieties named, 
the grounds contain 100 lilacs, 100 Jap 
lilacs, 100 spirea, 200 flowering cur- 
rants, 100 honeysuckles, 80 varieties of 
anual flowers, and 40 varieties of per- 
‘ ial flowers, Of the latter, Mr. Har- 
court points out that more attention 
should be given to the flowers which 
thrive from year to year. Annuals are 
valuable and essential, but the time 
saved in cultivating perennials of rec- 
ognized hardiness and beauty should 
encourage more persons to undertake 


| their growing. 


To demonstrate the value and hardi- 
ness of certain varieties of fruits, ap- 
ples, erat strawberries, and many 
others have been planted out. nine 
varieties of apples were chosen, lind 
appear to have stood the winter well, 
These are: Yellow Transparent, Long 
field, Charbaroff, Simprisk, Duchess 
of Oldenburg, Hibernal, Patton's 
Greening, Blushed Calyille and Weal- 
thy. Between the apple trees are 
rows of crab apples, plums and cher- 
ries, 

Novelties in the way of cherries are 
the Sapa and Opata trees, these Be 
ties having done well in the Wakotas, 
The Sapa is a cross between the Sul- 
tan plum and the Sand cherry, the 
Opata being a cross between the Gold 
plum and the Sand eherry, The fruit 
is suid to be equal to small plums in 
size, but have the flavor of cherries. 

Strawberries to the number of eleyv- 
en varieties, including the latest in- 
troductions in the ever-bearing classes, 
were set out last season, and wil be 
added to this spring. Eleven varie- 
ties of raspberries, twelve of currants, 
and four of gooseberries are also 
starting on their second season.

Ewen, and Mr. Perriot; hardware 
Race, Hunt & Geddy and McLeod. 
The Union Bank has a branch at 
Spirit River. There are two stores 
selling harness and furniture, one 
drug store, two confectioneries, four 
hotels, three livery stables, and two 
pool rooms. Also telegraph office and 
post office. 

The railway service to Spirit River 
is twice a week. Trains leave Edmon- 
ton Monday and Thursday evenings; 
reach Spirit River at 1:30 on Tues: 
day and Friday. 

Letters to Spirit River town should 
be addressed “Spirit River station,” as 
“Spirit River” post office is about 
three miles from the railway station 
and was established there many years 
before the railway was built. Near
